GANG-STYLE KILLING 
FROM RACING AUTO 


Witness Saw Two Cars 
Speeding Along, Then 
Heard ‘Backfires,’ One 
Machine Sped Away. 


Harley Grizzell and Norman| 


Farr, East Side hoodlums and for- 
mer convicts, were machine-gunned 
to death in traditional gang fash- 
jon shortly. after noon today on 
Wlinois Highway 157 about half a 
mile north of Caseyville in St. 
Clair County. 

Grizzell, 54 years old, was killed 
outright by bullets that shattered 
his head. Farr, 35, driver of the 
ear, died an hour later at St. 


Mary’s Hospital in East St. Louis 
without regaining consciousness. 
He had been shot twice in the 
head and once in the left shoulder. 

The Illinois State Patrol revealed 
that several days ago’ Grizzell had 
complained that an automobile 
bearing Missouri license plates had 
been following him. Grizzell gave 
police the license number. 

The shooting was witnessed by 
Robert Reilly, who was standing 
in the salvage yard he operates on 
Highway 157, 

“T gaw these two cars coming 
down the highway from Casey- 
ville,” Reilly told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “They were going at 
least 60 miles an hour. It looked 
as though one@ of them, a yellow 
sedan, was trying to pass the oth- 
er one, a black sedan. Then the 
yellow one pulled up alongside the 
black one, and they raced along 
side by side about 100 yards or 
more. 


25 or 30 Shots. 


“Then all of a sudden I heard 
what sounded like backfire—there 
must have been 25 or 30 reports. 
The black car began to swerve. 
But the other car speeded up and 
disappeared down the road. The 
black car weaved on down the 
road, slowing up gradually, for 
about 200 or 300 yards, Finally it 
coasted to a stop in a kind of 
ditch off the highway.” 

Reilly said he didn’t realize at 
first what had happened, He ex- 
pected the black car to drive on. 
When it didn’t, he telephoned the 
Illinois Highway Patrol. 

State patrolmen found Grizzell’s 
body slumped in the front seat, 
and Farr crumpled over the steer- 
ing wheel. When they removed 
Grizzell’s body a pistol fell from 
his pocket. In a billfold in Farr’s 
* pocket they found $795, including 
several $100 bills. 

Grizzell’s body was taken to the 
Schoeppel undertaking establish- 
ment in Collinsville. Farr’s body 
was taken to the Kassly undertak- 
ing establishment, also in Collins- 
ville. 

Hangers-On. of Shelton Gang. 

St. Clair County deputy sheriffs 
said. both Grizzell, whom they 
knew as “Shorty,” and Farr were 
hangers-on of the notorious Shel- 
ton gang that once terrorized 
Southern Illinois. Recently, they 
said, they had heard Grizzell and

WOMAN WHO LIVED 52 DAYS 
IN OPEN BOAT HONORED BY KING 


George VI Awards Empire Medal 
to Mrs. Margaret Hope 
Maberly Gordon. 


LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP).—The 
courage of Mrs. Margaret Hope 
Maberly Gordon, who survived 52 
days in an open boat after her 
ship was sunk by an enemy sub- 
marine, was recognized by King 
George VI today with the award 
of the British Empire Medal. 

The citation said that Mrs. 
Gordon—whose address was listed 
as care of Mrs, H. I. North, Sea 
Cliff, N. Y.—léft a torpedoed vessel 
in a lifeboat commanded by Third 
Officer James Whyte and en- 
dured “great sufferings and hard- 
ships.” She and Whyte were the 
only survivors when the lifeboat 
was picked up at sea, 

“Mrs. Gordon showed exceptional 
qualities of fortitude and endur- 
ance,” the citation said, “When the 
occupants of the boat died one by 
one she did all in her power to 
allay the sufferings. Toward the 
end of the voyage she kept watch 
and watch (alternated) with the 
third officer in sailing and steer- 
ing.” 


AUSTRALIAN WOMAN T0 AID 
WIVES DESERTED BY YANKS 


Some Are Mothers Who Are With- 
out Maintenance, Says Senator 
Dorothy Tangney, 

ADELAIDE, Australia, Dec. 7 
(AP). — Dorothy Tangney, Aus- 
tralia’s only woman Senator, said 
last night-she proposed to take aec- 
tion on behalf of- Australian wives 
who have been deserted by their 
American soldier-husbands, 

“T have been amazed,” she said, 
“by the number of Australian- 
American marriages that have 
foundered. In Perth, eight or nine 
girls came to see me and others 
rang me up. Some had babies and 
were without maintenance of any 
sort from their husbands.” 

Miss Tangney said that under 
present laws none of these wives 
could obtain redress or divorce 
unless she went to America or 
could afford to retain an American 
solicitor. 

The Senator said there were 
faults on both sides and it would 
be wrong to make recriminations 
at this stage. 

“Most of these marriages were 
contracted before June, 1942,” she 
said, “when the American laws 
on the marriage abroad of service- 
men were tightened up.” 


4 KILLED; FLYING FORTRESS

Million, to Increase 1,- 
300,000 by July—Draft 
Boards Behind in Work. 


MAN-POWER FIGURES 
REVISED UPWARD 


400,000 More Than Esti- 
mated, but Industry 
Still Is Not Over Hump, 
WMC Says. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
The War Manpower Commission 
says there is no draft call reduc- 
tion “in the cards,” at least before 
the end of February. 

It predicts, however, that while 
the nation is not over the war in- 
dustry man power hump, there 
will be no need for national serv- 
ice legislation.” 

The latest picture of man power 
needs, both in the armed forces 


and in industry, was presented 
with a drastic revision of the WMC 
figures yesterday. 


Labor Force 66,300,000 Next July. 


The revisions showed that as of 
July, 1944, including the armed 
services, the labor force will be a 
total of 66,300,000—400,000 more 
than wag predicted last July and 
1,500,000 more than the actual la- 
bor force at that tithe. 

WMC Chairman McNutt said 
munitions expenditures in the cal- 
endar year 1944 were not expected 
to exceed $76,700,000,000, as com- 
pared with an earlier WPB pro- 
duction schedule of $82,400,000,000. 

William Haber, assistant execu- 
tive director of WMC, said the new 
figures did not show any change 
in the expected size of the armed 
forces as of next July 1—11,300,000, 
This is an increase of two million 
over last July dpe@ie said that on 
Nov, 1, the armed forces were esti- 
mated at about 10 million. 


Allowance for Losses. 


This means a net increase of 
1,300,000 between Nov. 1 and next 
July, he said but added that the 
figure doesn’t tell the whole story 
because it doesn’t allow for losses. 

He satd it has been known for 
weeks that draft boards are be- 
hind schedules and that “accumu- 
lated deficits” in inductions must 
be made up. 

The agency has given several 
reasons for its belief that the na- 
tion is approaching its production 
ceiling, among them (1) the re- 
cent diminution in the monthly 
rate of increase in munitions pro- 
duction; (2) anticipated cutbacks 
in the programs for some items 
for whcih requirements are re- 
duced by changing the military 
situation, and (3) the fact that 
schedules for some types of equip- 
ment had been set at high levels 
which may be modified down- 
ward,

Coast Dimout Gives Scientists 
View of Multitude of New Stars

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—The West 
Coast dimout, by serving as a 


darkened window for the telescopes 
of the world’s greatest observatory 
on Mt. Wilson, overlooking Los 
Angeles, has revealed a multitude 
of new far-off stars that add an 
important chapter to the story of 
the structure of the universe. 
The stars are described today 
in the annual report of the Car- 
negie Institution of Washington. 
Formerly the sky shine reduced 
the distance telescopes could sée 
because after about 45 minutes the 
light began to fog photographic 
plates, Now the same plates can 
»e exposed for up to two hours 
The new stars thus brought to 
view are near the center of the 
great nebula Andromeda. This 
nebula, to the unaided eye, appears 
as a small, faint patch of light, It

nearly a million years to reach the 
earth. 

Even so Andromeda is the near- 
est great sipral nebula to the Milky 
Way, the spiral to which the earth 
belongs. Both are whirling at 
enormous speeds about some sort 
of massive and mysterious center. 
The Milky Way center is obscured 
by what appear to be dark clouds 
of dust. 

Andromeda’s center is the best 
opportunity for solving the puzzle 
of what forms a spiral’s nucleus. 
Before the West Coast dimout, the 
Andromeda center was only a glow 
of light. Not a detail was visible. 
Like the Milky Way, Andromeda 
is an island universe of hundreds 
of millions of stars, and great 
numbers of stars were visible in 
all Andromeda’s outer portions. 

The new stars are all about the 
center where none was ever seen 
before. All of them are very faint, 
just under the twenty-first magni- 
ude,

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Dec. 7 (AP).—Fifth Army 
infantry has crashed through Nazi 
defenses in bitter assaults to cap- 
ture the most dominating positions 
in a 25-square-mile area overlook- 
ing the Cassino road to Rome, it 
was announced today, while on the 
east coast of Italy British tanks 
spearheaded a crossing of the 
Moro River, 

A headquarters officer, describ- 
ing the battle in the vital Monte 
Camino and Monte Maggiore area 
on the western sector, declared, 
“we now hold the most important 
features in that area, roughly five 
miles long and five miles wide.” 

On the Adriatic side of the Ger- 
man Tenth Army line, Gen. Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery’s tanks 
and infantry drove across the 
Moro River, 10 miles above the 
Sangro, in a tank battle fought in 
a fog. Four German Mark IV 
tanks were wrecked, 

The United States Fifteenth Air 
Force struck heavily at the Ger- 
mans’ Elevsis and Kalamaki air- 
fields near Athens, with Fiying 
Fortresses, Liberators and Light- 
mings knocking down 10 Nazi 
planes in an air battle. 

Yanks in Neck-Deep Water. 

American troops. wading flooded 
areas, with water up to their necks 
at many places, engaged the Ger- 
mans in bloody fighting west of 
Mignano. 

Field Marshal Gen. Albert Kes- 
selring, realizing the prime impor- 
tance of the 1500-foot and 2800-foot 
peaks dominating the road to 
Rome running through Cassino, 
threw the full weight of his divi- 
sions into desperate counter- 
attacks. 

But the American troops cap- 
tured a mountain point six miles 
west of Mignano overlooking the 
swollen Garigliano River, and far- 
ther east plunged a mile west of 
Filignano, taking 40 prisoners in 
a local assault, 

From their hard-won positions 
on Monte Maggiore, the Americans 
rained shells yesterday on a Gar- 
gliano River bridge across which

LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP).—Driv-

Army troops under Gen, Rodion 
Malinovsky have severed the Ger- 
mans’ vital railway line between 
Smela and Znamenka to threaten 
the important stronghold of Kiro- 
vograd, 23 miles farther west, a 
Soviet communique said today. 

A powerful Russian artillery and 
air barrage crumbled German de- 
fenses in front of the infantry and 
tank advance, which stormed into 
the town of Tsibulevo astride the 
50-mile Znamenka - Smela_ rail 
stretch, 14 miles northwest of 
Znamenka, 

Twenty other towns, including 
Alexandriya and Dikovka, east of 
Znamenka, were overrun, while 
900 Germans were killed and 17 
tanks destroyed in the advance, 
the Russians announced. The 
drive was made at the height of a 
blizzard through heavily drifted 
snow. 

Booty and Prisoners Taken. 

“Our troops captured a great 
amount of equipment and ammuni- 
tion, and prisonefs were taken,” 
the communique said. 

Capture of Tsibulevo and Olimpi- 
adovka, southwest of Alexandriya, 
placed Russian columns only 23 
miles from Kirovograd and appar- 
ently sealed the fate of Znamenka, 
where Soviet advance units were 
reported battering the town’s out- 
er defenses, 

Other Russian troops were less 
than six miles from Smela after an 
attack which had by-passed the 
Dnieper River city of Cherkasy. 
Juncture of these forces with those 
advancing on Kirovograd was re- 
garded as imminent. 

- The developing Red Army offen- 
sive, which has already split large 
German forces guarding their lat- 
eral rail and supply lines, now 
threatens the security of all enemy 
positions in the lower Ukraine 
from the Black Sea to the Ruma- 
nian frontier, including the stoutly- 
defended manganese center of Kri- 
voi Rog, 60 miles below Znamenka.

RUSSIANS FULLY 
SATISFIED WITH 
PARLEY RESULTS 


Izvestia Editorial Says 
Complete Accord Was 
Reached on Problems of 
War and Peace.

MOSCOW, Dec. 7 (AP). — The 
Soviet Government through its 


newspaper Izvestia indicated in 
the most emphatic terms today its 
complete satisfaction with the re- 
sults of the Teheran meeting of 
Premier Stalin, President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill. 

This full and official approval 
was expressed after Stalin had re- 
turned to Moscow after a hazard- 
ous round trip of 1700 miles, his 
first war-time journey outside 
Russia, 

“For four days over a round- 
table,” said the Izvestia editorial, 
which before nightfall was avail- 
able to millions of Russians from 
the German front to the Pacific 
Ocean, “the most eminent states- 
men of our day conferred and 
reached complete agreement on 
questions of war and the most 
important problems of postwar 
organization of peace.” 

The editorial was spread over 
three columns of the front page, 
together with page-wide photo- 
graphs of the three leaders. 

“Fate of War Decided.” 

“He who reads carefully Roose- 
velt’s, Stalin's and Churchill's 
declaration will understand that 
the fate of the war has been de- 
cided verbally,” the editorial as- 
serted., 

It referred in broad, friendly 
fashion to the accomplishments of 
the British and American armies 
in North Africa, the Mediter- 
ranean and Southern Italy and 
gave Russia's allies due honors for 
their contribution toward winning 
the war. 

“The success of the Red Army 
and the success of the Allies 
quickened the pace of the war and 
gave even greater strength to co- 
operation between the Allied coun- 
tries in the war,” Izvestia said. 

From the Russian viewpoint, 
the conference settled the biggest 
question of the war—that of the 
“second front.” 

The Moscow radio yesterday 
broadcast the joint communique 
from Stalin, Roosevelt and Church- 
ill announcing “we have reached 
complete agreement as to the scope 
and timing of the operations which 
will be undertaken from the east, 
west and south,” and the Soviet 
press published it today.

“He managed to get the injured 
man topside where he performed 
an emergency operation, despite 
the flames and intermittent explo- 
sion, before placing him gafely on 
a life raft, at which time he ap- 
plied a tourniquet and stayed with 
the man until rescued.”

Berlin Takes Serious 
View of Situation— 
Nazi Troops Said to Be 
Moving South Through 


Bulgaria. 


LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP).—A com 
ference among President Roose 
velt, Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Ismet Inonu of Turkey 
has been in progress in North 
Africa, it was learned today, and 
the results will concern Turkey’s 
future position in relation to the 
Allies’ war against the Axis. 

The participation of Inonu in 
conferences with Roosevelt and 
Churchill apparently was based on 


the never-implemented'  British- 
Turkish pact of 1939 which pledged 
Turkey to aid Britain in the event 
of aggression leading to war in the 
Mediterranean. 

The diplomatic correspondent of 
the British Press Association 
wrote, “Churchill and Roosevelt 
fare in conference with President 
Ismet Inonu of Turkey and their 
deliberations may in due course 
have almost as important an effect 
upon the course and conduct of 
the war as the great inter-Allied 
talks which alrea have taken 
place in Cairo and Teheran.” 

Berlin’s Account. 

The Berlin radio said that the 
conference had been completed in 
Cairo and that Inonu had returned 
to Ankara, where the Turkish 
cabinet would meet in special ses 
sion, 

German spokesmen, meanwhil 
told Swedish correspondents that 
“the Allies are exerting heavy pres 
sure to force Turkey to join thé 
war.” 

Franz von Papen, the German 
Ambassador, talked for nearly ag 
hour yesterday with Turkish Pree 
mier Sukru Saracoglu, Reuters re 
ported in a dispatch from Ankara, 

(A Budapest broadcast heard by 
United States Government moni- 
tors said Bulgarian Premier Dobri 
Bojilov had conferred with the 
Turkish Minister to Sofia after a 
meeting of the Bulgarian cabinet 
last night. It declared that “well- 
informed political circles in Sofia 
connect this cabinet meeting with 
the Turkish - Anglo - Saxon - Soviet 
conference.”) 

Churchill, foreign reports said, 
was accompanied by Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden, whose dis 
cussions with Numan Menemene- 
cloglu, the Turkish Foreign Min- 
ister, during the week ending Nov, 
6 at Cairo, it is assumed, had an 
important bearing on the present 
meeting. 

Roosevelt was reported ac 
compained by Harry Hopkins, his 
personal adviser, and Inonu by 
Menemencioglu. 

Carrying the latest reports even 
further, the Paris radio quoted 
“Teheran reports” as saying that 
Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin 
would meet again soon in the Near 
East. The broadcast gave no 
reason for another meeting of the 
three so soon after their recent 
conference at Teheran. 


Nazi Troop Movements, 


Reports reaching Budapest from 
Sofia indicated that the Nazis, pre- 
paring to meet any change in 
Turkey's status, were moving 
troops through Bulgaria in the di 
rection of the Turkish border. 
Three motorized German divisions 
were said to have passed through 
the Bulgarian capital in recent 
days. 

Such troop movements in Bulk 
garia—the first of the satellites to 
fall from the Kaiser’s orbit in the 
last war—might be incidental, how- 
ever, to reports of mounting ten- 
sion within that country. 

Of the Turkish-British-American 
conference, George Schroeder, po- 
litical correspondent of the Ger 
man Overseas News Agency, @ 
Nazi propaganda organ, said the 
“Wilhelmstrasse does not think it 
fit to consider this Turkish-Allied 
meeting as just a routine trip of 
the Turkish President.”

Resolution Sent to White 
House Extending Stat- 
ute of Limitations in 
Two Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
The Senate approved unanimously 
today a resolution extending for 
six months the statute of limita- 


tions under which Rear Adm. Hus- 
band E. Kimmel and Maj. Gen. 
Walter C. Short can be brought to 
courts-martial in connection with 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor two years ago today. 

The action came after. the 
House-approved resolution was re- 
vised to meet objections from 
Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
who accused Secretary of War 
Stimson and Secretary of the Navy 
Knox of a “disgraceful dereliction 
of duty” in postponing court-mar- 
tial of the military leaders in 
charge of American forces at Pear] 
Harbor at the time of the attack. 

The House quickly and unani- 
mously accepted the Senate 
changes, sending the resolution to 
the White House: The House had 
voted to extend the statute of limi- 
tations to one year after the end 
of the war with Japan. 

Although the President may not 
sign the resolution for several 
days or longer, the measure con- 
tains a provision making the ex- 
tension retrocative to today. 

“If they continue to fail to per- 
form their duty they should be im- 
peached,” Clark asserted of Stim- 
s0n and Knox. 

“There has been a disgraceful 
dereliction of duty on the part of 
Secretary Stimson and Secretary 
Knox in not bringing Kimmel and 
Short to trial long ago,” Clark 
said. “Everyone knows that this 
talk that we were unprepared at 
Pear] Harbor is pure hokum, They 
(Kimmel and Short) had ample fa- 
cilities for repelling the attack at 
Pearl Harbor had they used them 
properly.”

British Press Unites in Acclaiming 
Teheran Accord as Epoch-Making 


‘Nothing Like It in History,’ Says Daily Mail 
—The Times Points Out Difficulties 
Facing Allied Staffs.

LONDON, Dec. 7.— The British 
press today cheers the Teheran ac- 
cord, from the most rightest ele- 
ment to the Communist Daily 


Worker, describing it as an epoch- 
making agreement. 

The London Daily Mail says: 
“There has been nothing like it in 
history, and it becomes more re- 
markable when we remember what 
has preceded it.” Then it recounts 
the history of 20 years of acute 
suspicion which’ has existed be- 
tween Russia on the one hand and 
Britain and the United States on 
the other—a suspicion which even 
the comradeship of arms had not 
entirely dispelled. 

The News-Chronicle and the 
Times, while calling the Teheran 
accord more than a formal agree- 
ment, remind readers that its gen- 
eral terms hide many important 
strategic decisions which cannot be 
revealed now. 

The Communist Daily Worker 
cries: “Let the declaration be read 
from the housetops, let it echo in 
every land. Never before has there 
been such grand, inspiring news to 
uplift the heart and rally workers 
and soldiers alike for the last 
fight.” 

Risks of Co-ordination. 

The Times, with its usual care 
and precision, makes a more real- 
istic and sober analysis of the dec- 
laration than the rest of the press 
and calls attention to certain risks 
that will be faced as the result of 
the tripartite strategic decisions, 
made for the first time in this war. 
Excessive rigidity and uridue slow- 
ness of execution could result from 
the attempts of three large staffs 
co-ordinating three major offen- 
sives, it suggests. These risks have 
been foreseen, however, the Times 
assumes. It praises the three lead- 
ers for their refusal to fall into 
the temptation of launching a 
propaganda offensive aimed at sep- 
arating the German people from 
their leaders, thereby confusing 
the task of peacemakers. 

Frank King, diplomatic corre- 
spondent of the British Press As- 
sociation, predicts a “profound” 
effect on the German people. 

“All their hopes uf a negotiated 
peace, of saving something from 
the ruins, are shattered by the 
terse, grim words from Teheran,” 
King writes. 

Hope for Small Nations. 

The Express in its editorial 
calls the statement a “declaration 
of hope fér small nations as well 


as of doom for the great aggres- 
sors.” 

The Yorkshire Post attempts to 
explain the lack of a more detailed 
reference to “specific problems of 
reconstruction” by declaring: 
“Roosevelt knows that all hopes 
of postwar collaboration between 
the three chief Allied powers must 
secure the support of Congress or 
fall to the .round. And the Con- 
gress which will be elected next 
year is likely to include many op- 
ponents of the New Deal. Roose- 
velt’s political enemies would wel- 
come an excuse to cry out that at 
Teheran under the influence of the 
subtle European diplomacy of 
Churchill and Stalin he had been 
drawn into far-reaching commit- 
ments prejudicial to the interests 
of the United States.” 


NAZIS SAY THEY’RE 
READY FOR ATTACK 


By the Associated Press. 

German propaganda took the 
line that both an Allied invasion 
of Western Europe and a Russian 
winter offensive now are to be ex- 
pected, but that Germany is well 
prepared to resist and _ shortly 
would retaliate for destructive Al- 
lied air raids on German cities. 

The German radio alleged that 
the “big three” plotted at Teheran 
to impose a fantastic reparations 
bill on Germany—600 billion dol- 
lars—and “since it is realized this 
never can be paid, the Allies in- 
tend to compensate themselves by 
confiscating German industry and 
postwar production.” 

There was a general expectation 
in London also of a profound ef- 
fect on Nazi satellites such as Ru- 
mania and Hungary, which already 
are reported anxiously looking 
around for an exit. 

Among representatives of refu- 
gee governments in London there 
was some disappointment’ ex- 
pressed that the Teheran com- 
munique mentioned “problems of 
the future” only in the most gen- 
eral terms. 

On the other hand, some found 
encouragement in the statement 
that the three powers would “seek 
co-operation and active participa- 
tion of all nations, large and 
small,” whose hearts and minds 
are dedicated to the elimination 
of tyranny, slavery, oppression and 
intolerance. 

One commentator said it was 
obvious that the conferees felt it 
desirable to keep their political 
discussions, like their war plans, 
secret from the enemy. 


ALGIERS FRENCH PLEDGE AID 
TO ALLIES IN WAR ON JAPAN 


ALGIERS, Dec. 7 (AP).—The 
French Committee of National Lib- 
eration today formally repudiated 
all concessions made in French 
Indo-China by the Vichy Govern- 
ment to Japan and Thailand and 
pledged “a new political status” to 
the Indo-Chinese after the expul- 
sion of the Japanese. 

The committee noted in a state- 
ment that France (the London 
committee) declared war against 
Japan Dec. 8, 1941, and then as- 
serted France would fight beside 
its allies in the Orient for the lib- 
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armed services voting problem.

HOW F.D.R., STALIN 
MET FOR FIRST TIME 
AT TEHERAN PARLEY 


Talked an Hour in Russian 
Embassy Before Churchill 
Joined Them.

THERAN, Nov. 28 (Delayed) 
(AP). — President Roosevelt and 
Premier Marshal Stalin met for 
the first time Sunday, Nov, 28 at 


3 p. m. 

Stalin and Vyacheslav Molotov, 
Soviet Foreign Commissar, walked 
quietly up the eigbt steps of the 
white pillared portico of the main 
building in the Russian Embassy 
compound which had been turned 
over to President Roosevelt as a 
residence. 

They were met by a group of 
presidential aids, Stalin moved 
immediately to the President's 
private sitting room while Molotov 
remained outside in a separate 
conference with Harry Hopkins. 
How Roosevelt and Stalin ex- 
changed greetings has not been 
reported, Presumably they shook 
hands. 

For a full hour they sat fn a 
large sunny room in the front of 
the house opening on the pillared 
portico. Through curtaing whose 
sparkling white was accentuated 
by blue drapes they looked out 
across a landscaped wooded land 
to the embassy gates and the big 
British legation across the street. 

From the walls pictures of Stalin 
and Lenin looked down on the two 
men. In an hour, Prime Minister 
Churchill and British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden joined 
them.

UF CONSTITUTION 


McReynolds Says Extreme 
Brevity Would Lead to 
Endless Litigation in 
Courts. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS IN 
LEGISLATURE URGED 


Dean Loeb Proposes Leg- 
islators Be Given All 
Power Possible Within 
Bill of Rights.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.— 
A question of the advisability of 
too great condensation, abbrevia- 
tion and simplification in the prep- 
aration of the proposed new Con- 
stitution was raised last night by 
Allen McReynolds of Carthage at 
a meeting of chairmen of Consti- 
tutional Convention committees, 
called by President R. E. Blake to 
further the idea of simplification. 

McReynolds questioned Rush H. 
Limbaugh, a Cape Girardeau at- 
torney and one of the principal 
speakers, pointing out that the 
specific language in almost every 
section of the present Constitution 
had been construed by the Su- 
preme Court. It was his position 
that changes made only for the 
‘purpose of simplifying the lan- 
guage and shortening the Consti- 
tution might lead to almost end- 
less litigation in obtaining court 
construction of the new language. 

Limbaugh, an advocate of brev- 
ity, agreed with McReynolds that 
changes should be limited to de- 
sired alterations of policy and in 
the governmental structure, and 
that those should be expressed in 
simple language. 

Dean Loeb Speaks, 

Isidor Loeb, dean emeritus of the 
School of Business Administration 
of Washington University, stressed 
the necessity of publicity at all 
stages of the legislative process, 
thus giving strong support for a 
requirement for public legislative 
committee meetings, with a record 
vote of committee members on all 
measures. 

While Loeb expressed the opin- 
jon that the unicameral legislature 
was preferable to the two-house 
system, he did so only in a general 
discussion, not making that an im- 
portant feature of his talk. He 
brought it in in advocating holding 
to a minimum -of restrictions on 
the powers of the Legislature. 

Explaining that the Legislature 
had full power to do anything not 
specifically prohibited by the Con- 
stitutiog or specifically delegated 
to some other branch of govern- 
ment, Loeb said that the only way 
to improve legislation wags _ to 
leave to the Legislature all pos- 
sible powers and thus fix responsi- 
bility. 

Concedes Some Limits Are Needed. 

However, he admitted the neces- 
sity for some limit on legislative 
power, such as is contained in the 
Bill of Rights, and the advisability 
of the adoption of articles covering 
public welfare, education and 
some other subjects. In this con- 
nection he advocated a clear state- 
ment on the powers of local gov- 
ernments, giving cities of all sizes 
the right to frame their own char- 
ters. Cities have no powers ex- 
cept those given by the Constitu- 
tion, making it necessary, he said, 
that the important local powers 
be designated. 

Judge Laurance M. Hyde of the 
Missouri Supreme Court spoke in 
advocacy of the judicial article 
retaining the nonpartisan court 
plan and extending the powers of 
the Supreme Court to make rules 
of procedure and exercise a larger 
control over the entire judicial 
system of the state. 

President Blake is a strong sup- 
porter of the idea of a brief Con- 
stitution, and arranged the meet- 
ing of chairmen last night to hear 
speakers on that general subject. 

Specifically before the meeting 
Was a proposal introduced by Dele- 
gate Fred Naeter of Cape Girar- 
deau for a complete Constitution. 
Limbaugh had assisted in the 
preparation of Naeter’s Constitu- 
tion, which contains only 3200 
words, compared to about 30,000 in 
the present Constitution. 


HOG RECEIPTS FALL OFF AFTER 
BREAKING DECEMBER RECORD 


Hog shipments to the National 
Stockyards, which broke all De- 
cember records yesterday and 
swamped slaughtering facilities, 
fell off sharply today, but the St. 
Louis Livestock Exchange ap- 
pealed to producers to market 
conservatively for the rest of the 
week to avoid a paralyzing jam. 

Yesterday's hog run was esti- 
mated at 26,000 head, and about 
7000 salable -hogs remained un- 
sold, Today's receipts, however, 
were put at 10,000 a normal figure, 
and observers said packers who 
had fallen one to two days behind 
in their kill would begin to catch 
up. 

The St. Louis Livestock Ex- 
change warned an embargo on 
shipments here might be neces- 
sary, if marketing is not held 
within bounds.

The Swetnam service evolved 
elaborately. “First I began keep- 
ing a scrapbook of war correspond- 
ence back in 1940,” he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “That 
made me interested in the men 
who wrote the stories. So one day 


in August, 1941, I sat down and 
wrote a letter to William Shirer, 
asking for his autograph, and he 
wrote me a nice letter.

FRANK A. HENNERICH PLEADS 
GUILTY TO NARCOTICS CHARGE 


Frank A. Hennerich, 5213 Fink- 
man street, a former investigator 
for the Veterans’ Bureau here, 
was released on $1000 bond by 
United States Commissioner John 
A. Burke today, after he pleaded 
guilty of violating the Harrison 
Anti-Narcotics Act by forging 
“hundreds” of prescriptions to ob- 
tain drugs. Preliminary hearing 
was waived.

RAWLS DEALINGS 


Transactions Shown Only 
in Broker’s Records 
Are Not Condoned, 
Bishop Testifies. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 7.— 
Bishop Arthur]. Moore of Atlanta, 
Ga., head of the Board of Missions 
of the Methodist Church, testify- 
ing yesterday before the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission as 
to the board's investment dealings 
with Walter Cecil Rawls, manager 
of the St. Louis branch of the 
brokerage firm of E. H, Rollins & 
Sons of* New York, said the 
board's officers “cannot now ap- 
pear to condone wrongdoing.” 

A resolution of the Mission 
Board's executive committee, pre- 
sented by Bishop Moore and read 
into the record at the concluding 
session of the SEC hearing here, 
said: 

“This corporation (the commit- 
tee), now being for the first time 
advised as to facts, which are not 
disclosed on the books and rec- 
ords of this corporation, but are 
disclosed only in the records of 
E. H. Rollins & Sons, the president 


-of this corporation (Bishop Moore) 


is directed to state as the official 
attitude of this corporation that 
such transactions are not in any 
way condoned or acceded to by 
this corporation, or by any official 
acting in its behalf, but on the 
contrary are the subject of a com- 
plaint filed in the United States 
District Court in Chicago against 
E. H. Rollins & Sons and Walter 
Cecil Rawls.” 
Change of Attitude. 

The board’s position, as shown 
in this resolution, marked a 
change from an earlier statement 
by the Executive Committee, which 
was to the effect that the board's 
transactions with the Rollins firm, 
through Rawls, had been profit- 
able, that the securities had earned 
a high yield, and that no funds 
had been lost, 

Bishop Moore, explaining this 
change, said that new informa- 
tion, some of it developing at the 
SEC hearing sessions in Chicago 
last June, caused the executive 
committee to revise its judgment 
of the case. The executive com- 
mittee considered the case at a 
special meeting held Sunday at 
Buck Hill Falls, Pa., the Bishop 
said, and adopted the new resolu- 
tion. The Chicago Federal Court 
suit was filed by the Mission Board 
Nov. 26, 

Bishop Moore, when asked by 
John T. Cahill, counsel for the 
Rollins firm, if he was satisfied 
with the board’s transactions with 
the firm, replied: “I am not.” He 
added that he knew of no at- 
thority given the Rev. Dr. W. G. 
Cram and Mrs. Ina Davis Fulton, 
both of New York, to testify as 
to the board’s attitude on the Rol- 
lins transactions. 

Bishop Moore said he appeared 
as a voluntary witness, because 
“the board’s attorneys suggested 
to me that there should be inter- 
jected into the record the board’s 
stand.” 

SEC Concludes Hearing. 

The SEC concluded its hearing 
without decision, taking the case 
under advisement. The hearing 
was held to determine whether the 
brokerage registration of the 
Rollins firm and that a Rawls 
should be revoked or suspended, 
and whether either or both should 
be suspended or expelled from the 
National Association of Securities 
Dealers. 

Rollins & Sons and Rawls are 
accused of not acting in custom- 
ers’ best interests, and of inducing 
customers to purchase bonds at 
prices for in excess of prevailing 
market figures; also of falsely 
representing the prevailing prices 
with intent of speculating on 
market fluctuations for their own 
benefit, and of falsifying ledgers 
to cover certain transactions. 

The charges resulted from in- 
vestments made for the Board of 
Missions of the Methodist Church 
and its predecessor, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. The 
money invested came chiefly from 
the board’s general fund, of which 
Rawls’ brother, J. F. Rawls of 
Nashville, Tenn., formerly was 
treasurer, and from the Women’s 
Fund. 

A. E. Kelly, secretary¢reasurer 
of the Rollins firm, testified at 
the Chicago hearing that the com- 
pany made $280,000 profits in 33 
months’ dealings with the Mission 
Board up to October, 1942.

today before State Supreme Court 
Commissioner John H. Windsor at 
Hotel Statler, following the offer- 
ing of figures yesterday which pur- 
ported to show the fire insurance 
rate level declined by about 20 per 
cent from 1922 to 1942, 

Testimony was given today by 
David W. Thomas, superintendent 
of schedules for the Missouri In- 
spection Bureau, a private enter- 
prise supported by the insurance 
companies. « Thomas described in 
detail the method used in inspect- 
ing buildings in order to determine 
the rate to be charged, 

Paul W. Terry, of St. Louis, 
manager of the Missouri Inspec- 
tion Bureau, testified yesterday 
that, assuming an index figure of 
100 was applied to the rate level 
as it existed in 1922, prior to a 10 
per cent reduction order by the 
State Superintendent of Insurance, 
the rate level had declined to 
88.87 by Nov. 11, 1935, and to 80.4 
on Oct. 26, 1942. ; 

The rate level, Terry explained, 
is an arbitrary figure compiled for 
purposes of comparison. He was 
asked on cross-examination why, 
if the level was declining, the fire 
insurance companies asked and 
put into effect a 16 and two-thirds 
per cent increase in December, 
1929, 

Counsel for the companies re- 
plied the rates could not be said 
to have been in effect since the in- 
crease was impounded, and that 
the rates between 1922 and 1935 
were a matter of litigation. 

The, State bases its case on the 
assumption the rate level index 
still is in excess of 90 as a result 
of the Pendergast-O’Malley com- 
promise of fire insurance litiga- 
tion in 1935. In the ouster suit, 
filed in 1939, McKittrick charged 
the companies with violating the 
State antitrust laws and with 
knowledge of bribery which led to 
the compromise, 

Continuing a line of inquiry be- 
gun at earlier hearings, members 
of McKittrick’s staff attempted to 
establish a connection between fire

Committee Informed Produc- 
tion Will Be Slashed to 
75 Pct. of Normal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
A 25 per cent cut in use of commer- 
cial print and lithographing paper 
during 1944 as compared with total 
use in 1941 was recommended to 
the War Production Board by the 
industry advisory committee yes- 
terday. 


Harold Boeschenstein, acting di- 
rector of the WPB Forest Products 
Bureau, told the committee that 
pulpwood shortages due to man- 
power losses at the source would 
cut production of paper to 75 per 
cent of normal beginning Jan. 1. 

Papermill inventories, Boeschen- 
stein said, are down to a two-week 
supply for the industry. He also 
said that a 20 per cent increase in 
the salvage of wastepaper, amount- 


ing to 200,000 tons monthly, is hin 
perative, or further cuts in paper 
usage must be made. 

“If waste collections can be in- 
creased by about 200,000 tons a 
month, the fear of further reduc- 
tions in the use of paper may be 
eliminated,” Boeschenstein said. 


He told the printers and litho-| 


graphers that all users of print 
paper — newspapers, magazines, 
books and commercial printers— 
would be reduced to about the 
same percentage level of consump- 
tion starting Jan. 1. (The News- 
paper Industry Advisory Commit- 
tee recently recommended a 23 
per cent cut in newsprint consump- 
tion under the total tonnage used 
in 1941, but the recommendation 
has not yet been translated into 
an order by WPB.) 

Previous curtailments in paper 
usage by print shops and litho- 
graphers have brought their con- 
sumption down to 85 per cent of 
their 1941 usage; thus, the new 
recommendation would be an ad- 
ditional 10 per cent curtailment,

Gov. Donnell said today no de- 
cision had been reached on a pro- 
posed reapportionment of the uni- 
versity appropriation, including a 
request by the university that its 
allotment of funds for the last 


quarter of this year be increased 


about $19,000, to enable payment 
of the December payroll for all 
departments of the university. 

No Law Students Now. 

The school of journalism here 
has 14 students, but the school of 
Jaw, at 4300 St. Ferdinand avenue, 
St. Louis, now has no students and 
no students applied for entry this 
semester, the Governor said. A 
skeleton organization is being 
maintained for the law school, it 
was said, to meet requirements of 
accrediting organizations.

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U. S. STRATEGISTS BELIEVE 
WAR PLAN LAID AT TEHERAN 


Also Foresee Unprecedented Offensives 
Against Japan Stemming From Cairo 
Meeting, but Expect at Least Two More 
Years of Pacific Fighting.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP). 


ELIEF that the war against Germany will be won in the 
third year of American participation, which begins on this 
second anniversary of the Pearl Harbor attack, is buttressed 


by the high command accord reached at Teheran, 

But the Army and Navy officials who hold this belief foresee 
at least two more years of fighting before Japan can be forced into 
the surrender decided upon at the conference in Cairo. 


Studying the effects of the Cairo 
meeting and the conference at 


Teheran, strategists here summed 
up 1943 as the last year of prepara- 


tion on the home and fighting | 


fronts and predicted the 12 months 
now beginning will see the launch- 
ing of unprecedented offensives 
against both Germany and Japan. 

As a result of these meetings 
the Allied groups ranged against 
both foes have perfected the over- 
all pattern of their strategies, de- 
termining the time and nature of 
the final three-pronged assault on 
Germany as well as the advances 
designed to bring the full power 
of Britain, America and China 
against Japan. 


First Real Global Agreement. 


Washington experts emphasize 
that this is an epochal accomplish- 
ment. Despite the series of con- 
ferences between President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
and an increasingly free exchange 
of information with Russia and 
China, no such specific agreements 
on war plans and postwar objec- 
tives had ever before been achieved 
among the Allies. 

Speculation is that the military 
actions to implement the Teheran 
decisions may start in the Balkans. 
For that reason officials here are 
awaiting further clews to Turkey’s 
role with extreme interest. 


The communique issued jointly 
by Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin 
contained an indication of possible 
developments in the Balkans area 
by announcing “complete agree- 
ment as to the scope and timing 
of the operations to be undertaken 
from the east, west and south.” 

This statement was interpreted 
to mean that the time has been 
set for invasion of Europe across 
the channel. The time undoubted- 
ly was chosen with respect to the 
progress of Russian offensives on 
the eastern front and the develop- 
ment of an attack in the south of 
Europe. 

The latter might come in either 
Southern France or the Balkans. 
Most observers here incline to the 
belief that it will be the Balkans 
and that a thrust there will precede 
the attack across the English 
Channel in order to bring maxi- 
mum pressure on Nazi Europe at 
all vulnerable points. 


Pressure on Japan. 


While victory over 
sidered equally certain by authori- 
ties here, they say that no such 
confidence with respect to time is 
now possible.

ALLIED WINTER INVASION 
OF EUROPE, TIMED WITH 
RED DRIVE, HELD POSSIBLE

HE agreement at Teheran 
T on a master plan to defeat 

Germany may mean that 
British - American strategists 
will accept the hazards of bad 
weather in order to strike hard 
on new fronts while the Red 
Army’s winter offensive is at 
its peak. 

If winter invasions have been 
agreed upon, it means that the 
Allied command has decided to 
strike while the bulk of Hitler’s 
ground forces are pinned down 
in Russia. Back of this specu- 
lation is the fact that the Rus- 
sian armies have demonstrated 
their ability to stage large- 
scale operations in the summer 
and winter, while in the spring 
they are usually bogged down 
in mud, 

While the good weather of 
summer is generally conceded 
to offer the best chance of suc- 
cess, other factors being equal, 
so able an observer as Col. Con- 
rad H. Lanza, analyst for the 
semi-official' Field Artillery 
Journal] says it would be “prac- 
ticable (but less easy) to have 
an invasion during the winter 
season.” 

Lanza was discussing specif- 
ically an invasion of the north- 
ern coast of France, which he 
terms “probably as difficult a 
military operation as any that 
can be conceived,”

Events moved more rapidly in 
the North Pacific where conquest 
of Attu Island early this year

Drive in Solomons. 


Well aware of the odds to be 
faced, the newborn South Pacific 
force moved against the lower Sol- 
omons on Aug. 7, 1942. History 
shows that this force, then under 
V. Adm. Robert L. Ghormley, U. 8. 
N., accomplished its mission. Guad- 
alcanal, avutu and Tanambogo 
were surprised in a perfectly timed, 
well-co-ordinated early morning as- 
sault. 

Perhaps we should have wished 
to postpone our entry into the 
Solomons until a later date, when 
our strength in aircraft, ships and 
men would have been greater. It 
is no secret today that we had lit- 
tle choice in the matter. At the 
very moment that Gen. A. A. Van- 
degrift’s Marine shock troops 
swarmed the beachheads of Guad- 
alcanal, the airdrome, now famed 
as Henderson Field, was receiving 
its final touches from enemy grad- 
ers and rollers, Delay would have 
jeopardized the security of the 
islands to the south, as well as 
Australia and possibly New Zea- 
land. We did not delay. 

Then began the long, long 
struggle which can only end with 
the annihilation of the Japanese 
imperial army and navy. 


Offensive Beginning. 


In the prosecution of the Pa- 
cific war, which encompasses al- 
most 70,000,000 square miles from 
the Aleutians to New Zealand, and 
from the China Sea to the west 
coast of the Americas, we have 
now made an earnest offensive 
beginning. Our.first year of South 
Pacific sea-warfare alone has ac- 
counted for what can be regarded 
as an impressive enemy fleet of 
combatant and  non-combatant 
ships sunk and damaged in air and 
surface engagements since the in- 
ception of the Guadalcanal opera- 
tions. 

Our victories in 1942 included 
the battle of the Eastern Solo- 
mons, Aug. 23-25; Cape Esperance, 
Oct. 11-12; Santa Cruz, Oct. 26; 
Guadalcanal, Nov. 13-15; Lunga 
Point, Nov. 30-Dec. 1. This year 
we can look with the satisfaction 
of a tough job well done in the 
initial Kula Gulf action, March 5-6; 
Battle of Kula Gulf, July 6; Kolom- 
bangara, July 12-13; Vella Gulf, 
Aug. 6-7. We have made the wa- 
ters of the middle Solomons costly 
and dangerous for the Japanese. 


I regret that security does not 
permit a breakdown of submarine 
action in our theater. This much 
I can say without aiding the en- 
emy: Our underseas forces grow 
daily; they strike him hard and 
often, where it hurts most—in his 
military bread basket.

HE year of South Pacific warfare that ended on Aug. 6, 1943, 
had been a difficult one for the Allied forces. 
from initial setbacks to the moment when, on Aug. 5, last, our 
combined Army and Marihe units, supplemented by our New Zealand, 
Australian and Fijian associates, completed the capture of our second 
Solomon Islands objective, Munda air field, we can take deep pride in 
the knowledge of having achieved much against great odds. 


Looking back on it, 


which disposed of a whole convoy 
of badly needed Japanese supplies. 


1800 Jap Planes Downed. 


In the air, our Navy, Marine and 
Army pilots, generally out-num- 
bered but never outfought, shot 
down more than 1800 enemy planes 
of all categories. We can say with 
pardonable pride that, on Aug. 6, 
this year, one American was worth 
at least four Japs in aerial com- 
bat, 

As our forces grow, we have 
been able to send héavier aerial 
concentrations into the skies 
against the enemy. The final days 
of our unrelenting onslaught 
against Munda saw more than 200 
aircraft bringing our wrath down 
on his head in the form of high 
explosives, cannonfire and ma- 
chine-gunning. The Jap found his 
own attempts at mass aerial at- 
tack devastating—to himself. Wit- 
ness his rout on April 7, June 16, 
and June 30, on which three days 
he lost a total of 234 planes, 

Early this year the South Pa- 
cific force, which has always been 
and remains an integral part of 
the United States Pacific Fleet, 
came under the strategical com- 
mand of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
Each of us, he in his theater, and 
we in ours, had long been aiming 
at the same ultimate objectives. 
Co-ordination of our efforts was 
nothing new. This unity of com- 
mand was the natural outcome of 
our northward progress. Through- 
out our entire South Pacific oper- 
ations, Army bombers under Gen. 
MacArthur’s command played an 
essential role in the successes we 
attained here. Teamwork has al- 
ways been of the highest order. 


New Phase of War. 


We have begun a new phase of 
the campaign in the waters and 
on the islands of the Southwestern 
Pacific. 

Many months of unrelenting la- 
bor brought us to this desirable 
stage in the conflict. These were 
hard months of preparation, made 
harder by the fact that we started 
from scratch. We went into har- 
bors where little if any docking 
facilities existed—and built them. 
We cut the turn-around time of 
cargo ships carrying vital supplies 
from weeks to days. Our mag- 
nificent engineers, Navy Séabees 


and Army units, hewed airfields 


out of jungles—and we got planes 
into them in time to stem all en- 
emy counterattacks against our 
hard-won, new advanced positions. 
Sometimes it was touch-and-go. 
Often sheer guts, as exemplified by 
the Marine flyers who ferried gaso- 
line drums into Guadalcanal in un- 
armed transport planes during the 
dark days of October, 1942, tipped 
the scales from defeat to ultimate 
victory. 

It is with the deepest gratitude 
that I pay tribute to afl these com- 
ponents of the South Pacific force.

War is 
always an expensive proposition 
and Turkish finances might be 
unable to stand the strain. 

From the Allied point of view, 
there are pros and cons, too. 

Pros—Turkish air bases would 
make possible. the opening up of 
the Aegean, A Turkish attack on 
Bulgaria would probably compel 
the Germans to assist the Bulgars 
and to send more troops and 
planes to the Balkans. 

Cons—The Russian advance has 
diminished Turkey’s strategic val- 
ue to the Allies. The Allies might 
be called on to send an air force 
and mechanized units to assist the 
Turks. A Turkish attack is one 
thing which would make the Bul- 
gars fight—at present they are 
not actively engaged in the war. 

So far, there have been differ- 
ences of view as to whether the 
Russians would welcome Turkey’s 
entry into the war as a contribu- 
tion to shortening it or whether 
the Russians would resent having 
the Turks fight the Slav Bulgars 
with whom Russia is not at war. 

Observers feel that, in any case, 
Turkey will not go to war until 
the final phase of the conflict is 
definitely in sight.

OW, when and where the next blows should be landed on the 
body of the enemy undoubtedly was agreed upon at Teheran 
when Roosevelt, Stalin and Churchill met. The communique 
released yesterday indicates only the general principles decided upon 
Details naturally cannot be given to the world, 
but between the lines there is evidence that, despite strongly indi- 
vidual views on the correct strategy for the final stages of the fight- 
ing, the three leaders have agreed upon the best means to employ 
their various forces to insure the speediest end to the European war 
through complete victory over German armed forces. 


In either case, the Germans bad- 
ly underestimated the amount of 
air power they would require, both 
quantitatively and qualitatively, 
But, throughout earlier and more 
successful stages of the war, Ger- 
man bombers were primarily used 
in mass attack to break the 
enemy’s will and ability to con- 


‘tinue fighting. Today the United 


Nations have gained air ascendan- 
cy on all fronts, though as yet 
they have not outright supremacy. 
Differently expressed, they are 
within a measurable distance of 
beating the enemy with the very 
weapon he himself selected as 
being irresistible. 

The question now arises, and 
must certainly have been debated 
at Teheran, whether the United 
Nations strategy has been con- 
ceived with full understanding of 
how best to get decisive results 
through air ascendency, 


Artillery Theory. 

It may be asked, are the United 
Nations employing air power cor- 
rectly or are they partially pris- 
oners of a military theory which 
may prove to be outdated? Until 
comparatively recently, bombers 
have been seen as long-range ar- 
tillery to be employed against areas 
behind the battlefield, which could 
help crush the enemy’s resistance 
and permit the advance of field 
forces.

For Food-Price Subsidies 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Consumers should ask that subsidies 
be used whenever necessary to hold the 
line on food prices. This calls for imme- 
diate opposition to the committee amend- 
ments incorporated in House Resolution 
3477, for these amendments prohibit the 
use of any Federal funds for any kind of 
food subsidy whatever. 

Food-price subsidies are essential to 
hold down the cost of living. Their pur- 
pose is to prevent the rise of food prices 
to the consumer without forcing farm 
prices below the levels necessary for 
maximum food production. 

The subsidy on milk, for example, is 
paid to offset the increase in the cost 
of feed to dairy farmers. Without it, 
milk would go up 1 cent per quart to 
the consumer and cost the consumer 
$288,000,000 a year. 

In the case of meat, a subsidy of 2 
cents per pound to the packer saves 
the housewife 3 cents. The reason for 
this is the usual trade practice of 
“percentage mark-ups” by the whole- 
galers and retailers. 

When the packer price goes up, the 
wholesaler not only pays more and 
charges more, but adds a percentage of 
profit on his cost. This process is re- 
peated at each stage as the meat moves 
toward the consumer, so that a small 
rise at the beginning of the process be- 
comes a much larger rise in price to the 
housewife. 

Likewise a small subsidy at the be- 
ginning becomes a larger saving to the 
consumer. The meat subsidy of $286,- 
000,000 a year saves the housewife $430,- 
000,000 a year. 

The essential fact is that if present 
food subsidies are eliminated on Dec. 31, 
food prices will immediately rise by 7 
per cent. 

Pork chops will go up 5 cents per pound. 
Hamburger will go up 4 cents per pound. 
Butter will go up 10 cents per pound, 
Milk will go up 1 cent per quart. 

Sugar will go up 1 cent per pound. : 
Bread will go up 1 cent per loaf. 


That will be only the beginning. In 
six months you may pay 75 cents per 
pound for pork chops; 60 cents per pound 
for hamburger; $1 per pound for butter; 
30 cents per quart for milk; 14 cents 
per pound for sugar; 20 cents per loaf 
for bread. 

Certain farm groups did not oppose 
subsidies to farmers to prevent falling 
prices during the depression years. 
These same groups are opposing sub- 
sidies to prevent rising prices for con- 
gumers now. They would gamble on 
inflation and the ruination of any price 
control because in rising prices they 
see a chance for more profits. 

If- consumers expect to hold the line 
and prevent inflation, now is the time 
to do something about it. The House 
has voted to discontinue the paying of 
subsidies after Jan. 1, 1944, and the sub- 
ject is being debated in the Senate now, 


If consumers want to prevent the Sen- 
ate from taking similar action, they will 
have to act now. Write your Senators, 
Harry S. Truman and Bennett Clark, 
Senate Office Building, Washington, 
D.C., and ask them to vote FOR the sub- 
sidy program. Also attend an emergency 
protest meeting at the Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial, 1210 Locust street on Thurs- 
day, Dec. 9, at 8 p. m.

Future of War Plants 


Some war plants already have served the pur- 
poses for which they were constructed. Here and 
there a plant is closed, and thousands of work- 
ers are shifted to other jobs. A reduced produc- 
tion schedule at the St. Louis Ordnance Plant re- 
leases 10,000 employes for other war work. 

These portents of the happy day when we no 
longer will require tremendous quantities of fight- 
ing material emphasize how rapidly we are com- 
ing face to face with the question of what to do 
with 20 billion dollars’ worth of new production 
facilities in which our Government has an in- 
vestment of 15 billions. 

The problem challenges the nation’s industrial 
leadership, Bernard M. Baruch, who learned a 
generation ago how to organize production to win 
a war, is happily available now when the experi- 
ence of his career and his wisdom may help to 
adapt to the pursuits of peace the many huge 
plants now producing munitions, metals, synthetic 
rubber, chemicals, Ships and many other war sup- 
plies. The urgency of a life-or-death war de- 
manded that we build our arsenals so quickly and 
so vastly that only the great resources of the 
Government could do the job. 

As head of the war and postwar adjustment 
unit of the Office of War Mobilization, Mr. Baruch 
is making studies of how we may best utilize 
these special plants. 

For what will they be useful when the war is 
over? 

If we are to have economic recovery and prog- 
ress on the scale that is to be expected; if new 
tools and conveniences and facilities are to be 
provided as needed; if we are to build anew, 
and for a happy, prosperous future, there will be 
a demand for the products of the many plants 
now processing natural elements into useful 
materials. 

New materials and greatly increased produc- 
tion of old materials will call for revolutionary 
changes in meeting the wants of the people, 
Aluminum, magnesium, plastics, synthetic rubber 
and many other old and new substances will be 
at our command in abundance if only we wisely 
use the producing plants built for war, partly by 
private industry but principally by the Govern- 
ment, 


The Government’s properties include special- 
ized fabricating plants, such as the immense 
small-arms ammunition plant in St. Louis, which 
are not likely to be adaptable to the pursuits of 
peace, It is possible that much of the machinery 
of such plants, if thrown on the bargain counter, 
would be acquired by manufacturers for adapta- 
tion to other uses. 


It will be desirable that the Government dis- 
pose of most of its plants. How this will be 
done without too great a sacrifice of the public’s 
investment, but with fairness to purchasers, 
should be the subject now of intensive study by 
Government and industrial experts and congres- 
sional leaders. It will become a big national 
issue. 


The miracles of production achieved by the na- 
tion’s wartime industrial plant as a whole have 
opened our eyes to vast possibilities. These 
achievements lead us to envision equally abun- 
dant output of goods for better peacetime living, 
and for intelligent improvement in our system of 
distribution so that these more abundant goods 
may reach the public at the lowest possible cost. 

We are producing plentifully for war; the time 
soon will be here to produce plentifully for peace. 
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Ciano, by order of a special court of Musso- 
lini’s Republican Fascist Government, did not 
face a firing squad, but was shot in the back. 
Especially the French will appreciate the Duce’s 
old reluctance to come face to face with his 
enemies,

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Appregiation From Stalin 

It has not been so long—barely more than a 
year, in fact—that the Russians were complaining 
openly that lend-lease aid from the United States 
was too little, too slow and in large part unsuit- 
able for their needs. The situation has changed 
drastically, and the Russians now acknowledge 
that fact. Premier Stalin gave their appreciation 
dramatic form when he arose at a dinner also 
attended by Messrs, Roosevelt and Churchill ‘at 
Teheran and said: “Without American produc- 
tion, the United Nations could never have won 
the war.” 


In this handsome tribute, Stalin spoke not 
only for the Soviet Union but for the other mem- 
bers of the fighting team who have benefited by 
receiving American weapons, ammunition, medi- 
cine, food and other supplies. Russia alone 
had received $3,287,047,000 worth of lend-lease 
goods by the end of September, according to the 
last report, issued last month. That her early 
complaints were justified is shown by the fact 
that more than half of this huge total was shipped 
in the first nine months of 1943. Shipments in- 
cluded 6500 planes, 8000 tanks, 145,000 trucks, 
125,000 machine guns, and they are constantly in- 
creasing, according to Foreign Economic Admin- 
istrator Crowley. 

Such shipments became possible besoin Amer- 
ica has won the Battle of Production, on its home 
front, and the Allies have won the Battle of the 
Atlantic, on the war front. Americans’ will ac- 
knowledge with thanks Premier Stalin’s tribute, 
and they can return the compliment by saying 


that his fighters, and those of our other allies, 
have made excellent use of the materials we have 
been able to send.

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More Bungling of Major News 


Despite the outcry of protest that went up from 
citizens, Government officials and newspaper men 
over the handling of the news from the Cairo 
conference, the technique applied at the subse- 
quent Teheran meeting was actually worse, 

Only two. correspondents were allowed to be In 
the Persian capital, and one of them got there 
by accident. Even they were not permitted access 
to the conference personalities, but got informa- 
tion about their comings and goings, what they 
ate and what they wore, at second-hand, from a 
staff of functionaries. These functionaries were 
the same who had passed the handouts around 
at Cairo, and they were flown to Teheran, but 
the large staff of correspondents who were sup- 
posed to cover the conference there were com- 
pelled to remain behind, 

Is it any wonder that 70 of the correspondents 
assigned to Cairo joined in a vigorous protest to 
Elmer Davis, head of the OWI, and Brendan 
Bracken, head of the British Ministry of Informa- 
tion? They object both to the press arrangements 
and the violation of confidences whereby the 
news of the two conferences was made public 
via the backdoor route. After the historic con- 
ference at Casablanca last January, the major. par- 
ticipants held a press conference. Why was 
no such arrangement made at either Cairo or 
Teheran? 

This is not a mere matter of injured pride on 
the part of the press. It is a matter of concern 
for all the peoples of the Allies, for whom the 
press serves as eyes and ears when it comes to 
learning the facts about the war. If the press 
is snubbed, the people don’t get the facts, If 
they don’t get the facts, they cannot form opin- 
ions intelligently—and opinions are vital in a 
democracy, 

The Cairo correspondents’ protest says the con- 
ference there wag handled by “an official with 
only the slightest experience in press or public 
relations.” The newsmen do not assail this un- 
named neophyte, however, nor do they criticise 
Messrs. Davis and Bracken. They check the re- 
sponsibility squarely up to Mr. Roosevelt and Mr, 
Churchill, 

Is it too much to hope that these two national 
leaders, so well versed in the art of public rela- 
tions, will see to it that the people are adequately 
informed at the next international conference?

Let the Soldiers Vote, But— 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Everyone in Congress favors right of franchise for Americans in 
service, says journal of opinion, but “hard-shell Republicans and 
poll-tax Democrats” are doing their best to emasculate bill; state 
laws are held unworkable; smoke screens hide partisan motives,

The laws of politics being what they are, 
a Congressman would no more dream of 
opposing the right of soldiers and sailors 
to vote than he would of sponsoring a 
measure for compulsory polygamy. It does 
not follow that, in a given set of circum- 
stances, he would not do everything pos- 
sible to make that right meaningless. 


Thus some blend of the Worley bill in 
the House and the Green-Lucas bill in the 
Senate, designed to facilitate voting in the 
armed forces, is certain to get through, but 
its efficacy will depend on the extent to 
which administration leaders can curb the 
effort of hardshell Republicans and poll-tax 
Democrats to emasculate it. 


The blunt truth is that the soldier vote, 
by and large, is considered favorable to the 
administration. Under the inept soldier- 
vote law passed in 1942, only 28,000 votes 
were cast by the services in the last elec- 
tion. By the fall of 1944, there may be as 
many as 10,000,000 men and women} includ- 
ing the Merchant Marine, in uniform and 
away from home, Their votes could very 
well be decisive. 


Crippling by Substitute

(A sub- 
stitute for the Green-Lucas bill was adopted 
by the Senate last Friday and sent to the 
House, The substitute provides for state 
control of the election machinery, and was 
forced through the Senate by a coalition of 
Southern Democrats and Republicans, — 
Editor’s note.) 


Senators Eastland of Mississippi and Mc- 
Kellar of Tennessee want the boys to vote, 
of course, but think that arrangements 
should be left to the individual states, In 
other words, as Senator Green of Rhode 
Island pointed out, “every unit in the field 
would have to be provided with informa- 
tion as to the laws of all the states, since 
the men in the service are not distributed 
according to geographical regions.” 


Moreover, the state laws are in no sense 
adapted to the war emergency. A New 
York fighting man, for example, would first 
have to write to his Secretary of State for 
an application blank; the Secretary would 
mail the blank to him, and he would then 
fill it out and mail it back to the Secre- 
tary, who in turn would send him a ballot, 
which in due course he would fill out and 
mail back to the Secretary. Should the 
voter happen to be stationed in the Solo- 
mons—and stay put for the entire process 
—the five-way transaction might, with luck, 
be achieved in something like three months. 


Debate on Constitutionality 


The question of constitutionality is an- 
other major battleground on which the op- 
position can take a patriotic stand. Sena- 
tor Moore of Oklahoma wants the soldiers 
to “revere the Constitution” and feels that 
they would prefer to lose their vote rather 
than have that document interpreted broad- 
ly enough to cover a contingency which its 
creators could not possibly have foreseen, 


The constitutionality of the measure is in 
fact arguable, but it should be noted that 
the bill is merely a revision of the 1942 law, 
which was similarly open to question and 
was duly passed by both houses and signed 
by the President, Defenders of the measure 


rest their case on special war powers whose 
necessity overrides a literal reading of the 
Constitution which in any case violates its 
spirit, 


Senator Brooks of Illinois, besides object- 
ing to the inclusion of the Merchant Ma- 
rine in the bill, considers the omission of 
printed names on the ballot a New Deal 
plot, since “the name of the President might 
be more readily remembered among the 
service men than that of his political op- 
ponent.” But if the mailing of ballots has 
to wait for all the nominations to be made, 
many a soldier in Australia and many a 
sailor on the high seas will lose his vote— 
which may be exactly what Col. McCor- 
mick’s favorite Senator has in mind. 


Numerous other objections have been ad- 
vanced, most of them of the same caliber 
as the contention of the New York Daily 
News that “any Top Sergeant or Chief 
Petty Officer who happened to be aill 
slopped up with zeal for the New Deal 
could scare quite a few votes into the New 
Deal column.” 


Objections Have Been Heeded 


The few sober and obviously genuine ob- 
jections to the bill have already been heeded 
and the measure modified accordingly. Sen- 
ators Green and Lucas have assured their 
colleagues that if the minority leaders ob- 
ject to either of the Republican appointees 
to be named by the President to the four-- 
man War Ballot Commission, they will vote 
with the minority against confirmation. 


Going farther, the sponsors of the bill 
have accepted Senator Vandenberg's amend- 
ment that all decisions of the commission 
must be by majority vote, thus assuring 
the assent of at least one minority member. 


Precautions against political intrigue have 
been taken, and the matter now resolves it- 
self into the simple question of whether or 
not it is desirable for every soldier, sailor, 
merchant mariner and woman auxiliary who 
is over 21 to have a voice in the 1944 elec- 
tion. 


It may well be that the administration 
has political reasons to take the affirma-- 
tive. Even accepting this over-cynical in- 
terpretation, there is more justice in up- 
holding the soldier vote because it might 
favor the Democrats than in denying it for 
the same reason,

An Eye-Witness of Java's Fall 
Tells of His Thrilling Escape 


“Escape from dJava,’’ by Cornelis van der Grift 
and E. H. Lansing. (Thomas ¥. Crowell Ce., Mew 
York.) 

The island of Java, with a population of 
47,000,000, mostly natives, was Pearl-Har- 
bored and then invaded on March 5, 1942, 
by a land force of “those bowlegged, be 
spectacied little men with buck teeth.” 

This short and modestly written account 
of a Dutch eye-witness can be divided into 
two sections: (1) The writer’s experiences 
while living in Batavia under Japanese rule, 
from March 5 to July 6; (2) his account of 
a 3000-mile trip across the Indian Ocean, 
in a 25-foot cutter, with two land-lubbers as 
companions, to escape from the Japanese 
idea of “co-prosperity.” 

Except that Van der Grift Is 28 (last 
22 of these years spent in Java), single, had 
a few years of college and was an employe 
of a public utility company in Batavia, the 
reader learns nothing about the author. His 
observations on Dutch rule in the East In- 
dies are benevolent. His further observa- 
tions on his four months of life under Jap- 
anese rule become more personal. He says: 

“The ordinary Jap soldiers seemed to en- 
joy mistreating the natives. They felt a 
certain awe of white men and would even 
duck their heads and grin when they met 
a European, but the natives had to bear 
the brunt of their savagery.” 

. * - 


Two weeks after being kicked around by 
the Japs, Van der Grift began to lay his 
plans for escape. Some people, it is said, 
are born under a lucky star. This lad fair- 
ly glowed with them, A train of good for 
tune followed his every move to get away. 

Because the public utilities had to func 
tion, if only for the convenience of the in- 
vaders, armbands were issued by the Kem- 
pei (Japanese Gestapo) to those whose jobs 
fell into this category. This symbol en- 
abled some inhabitants to move about un- 
molested, within circufMmscribed areas. Van 
der Grift made the most of this. 

His knowledge of navigation came in 
handy, as his vehicle of escape was a 25- 
foot cutter which he outfitted under hazard- 
ous circumstances. Thirty days after they 
left Java, his party reached the British 
island of Rodriguez, after a harrowing trip. 

The writer promises at the end of the 
book that “next time I see Java, my Dutch 
companions will be the invadera.” Good 
hunting, Cornelis. PHILIP GINSBURG. 


A Close Squeak in North Africa 


Like other correspondents who have re 
cently published books on the North Afri 
can campaign, Wes Gallagher of the AP 
defends the Allied policy of collaboration 
with former Vichy men in “Back Door to 
Berlin” (Doubleday, Doran). Hig major 
theme, however, is the remarkable military 
job that was done with inadequate man 
power and fighting material, and the close 
squeak by which another epitaph of “too 
little and too late” was averted. 

After the first successful rush, Gallagher 
discloses, the Allied forces ran into short- 
ages of many kinds. The aviation had no 
ground crews, no tools, no gasoline, no 
spare parts and few airports, The British 
First Army was in reality only one division 
and part of another. The lines became 
over-extended, and there were disastrous 
setbacks, while the Germans had time to 
pour in reinforcements. Considering all the 
difficulties, Gallagher concludes, the event- 
ual defeat of Rommel was a great feat of 
British-American doggedness and courage. 

The writer tells many details of the cam- 
paign which the censor kept out of presse 
dispatches at the time, and presents an 
excellent over-all picture of the North Afrt- 
can victory. He mentions incidentally, and 
with no details, that Gen. Eisenhower orig- 
inally opposed the African operation in 
favor of a direct attack on France.

Welles raises the question of 
whether these provisions do not 
postpone indefinitely the creation 
of any executive committee repre- 
sentative of the United Nations 
as a whole, and whether under 
present conditions these stipula- 
tions are not gravely defective.

Peace by Alliance. 

CTUALLY, decisions of the 

greatest importance, affecting 
far more than the interests of 
the big three, or three-and-a-half, 
are being taken continually. Ac- 
tions speak louder than words, and 
actions plus the plans and proposi- 
tions being advanced for the post- 
war world all, with remarkable 
consistency, indicate that we in- 
tend to rest our hope of future 
peace wholly upon the grand alli- 
ance. 

This is the basic proposition of 
Walter Lippmann’s book, “Ameri- 
can Foreign Policy—Shield of the 
Republic.” This book has, to my 
mind, been far too uncritically ac- 
cepted. Its report on history is 
extremely dubious and its basic 
proposition, which is a _ conse- 
quence of distorted historical fact, 
rests upon a pure wish dream.

RISE IN INFLUENZA 
CASES CALLED NORMAL 


Five Times as Many Were IIl 
in 1941 Period, U. S. Health 
Service Reports. 

“ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP). 
A rising rate of influenza cases in 
various parts of the country was 
characterized by a United States 
Public Health Service spokesman 
today as a “normal seasonal in- 
crease.” 

After studying the latest figures, 
those for the week ended Nov. 27, 
he pointed out that the number of 


cases in the corresponding period 
in 1941 was five times greater, yet 
no serious epidemic occurred then. 

“There is no evidence now that 
we are coming into anything like 
we had in 1918,” he asserted. The 
worldwide epidemic of that year 
caused more than 20 million 
deaths, 


No Reason to Expect an Epidemic, 
Dr. Bredeck Asserts. 

Characterizing the wave of acute 
respiratory infections in St, Louis 
in recent weeks as “just about 
what we expect about this time 
every year,” Health Commissioner 
Joseph F. Bredeck said today there 
was no reason to expect an epi- 
demic of influenza. 

“There has been no laboratory 
confirmation,” Dr. Bredeck told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “that the 
infections are influenza. There 
isn't even much pneumonia. People 
have short memories. They forget 
that two or three times a year 
there is always a wave of severe 
colds. Usually the first wave 
comes in November and December. 
Then the cases slacken off. The 
second wave usually comes late in 
January and runs into February. 
Often there is a third wave in the 
spring.”

“I don’t remember all who visit- 
ed us,” he said, “except for Joe E. 
Brown, the movie comedian. He 
blew in one day like the wind and 
went through the wards joking 
and chatting with the men. I do 
remember we didn’t have any 
women entertainers, At least, we 
hadn't had any when I left.” 

Dr. McMahon said everything on 
the home front in St. Louis looked 
all right, except the smoke, As a 
former member of the City Smoke 
Elimination Committee, he said he 
was disturbed by the fact there 
were smoke palls almost every 
morning last week. “I hope they’re 
not going to start burning just 
any kind of coal now,” he said.

Bagged Two Cruisers, 
Then Two Destroyers, 
in Night Battle Off 


Guadalcanal. 


Seaman First Class Joseph Walter 
Reaves Jr., who pulled the trigger 
on a destroyer’s five-inch guns 
that sank two Japanese cruisers 
and two destroyers in a furious 
13-minute naval battle off Guadal- 
canal, is home on leave after 16 
months of action on one of the 
luckiest ships in the Pacific fleet. 

Visiting his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Reaves, 246 Peeke ave- 
nue, Kirkwood, Seaman Reaves re- 
ported that his ship did not lose a 
man and was not hit by a single 


enemy shell, although as many as 


18 torpedoes were fired at it in 
one night. 

He has a citation for bravery 
from Adm. William F, Halsey Jr., 
South Pacific commander. The 
citation, Reaves said, was for a 
salvage mission he and seven other 
Navy men undertook on a burning 
destroyer, the Duncan, after a bat- 
tle off Guadalcanal Oct. 11, 1942. 

“We passed the Duncan at 
night,” Reaves related, “and were 
unable te tell who she was. We 
didn’t know whether she was one 
of ours or a Jap. Eight of us were 
armed with machine guns, and let 
down in a life t. We rowed 
quietly until we were about 100 
yards from her. Then we could see 
her number, and knew she was an 
American ship.” 

The ship had been abandoned, 
but Reaves and his companions 
battled the flames with a small 
pressure pump, and finally put out 
the fire after about three hours. 
The Duncan sunk a short while 
later, however. 

It was during the Oct. 11 en- 
gagement that Reaves got his fast- 
est action. He is in charge of aim- 
ing the five-inch guns, and operat- 
ing thd trigger that shoots them. 

“That battle only lasted 13 min- 
utes,” he recalled. “It started 
about 11:45 a. m. and was over 
fat 11:58. We got two Japanese 
cruisers. We were firing at sev- 
eral thousand yards range, and I

It has 
also shot down five airplanes.

School and joined the Navy seven 
years ago. He was stationed on 
troop transports until his present 
ship was commissioned in May, 
1942,

Application for a ballot may be 
made by the absent voter by mail, 
or his father, mother or wife may 
present the application, supported 
by affidavit as to the voter’s quali- 
fications. 

The time provisions of the law 
as to printing of absentee ballots, 
“at least 30 days before the elec- 
tion,” and the fixed period for cer- 
tifying nominations, have the ef- 
fect of leaving not more than 30 
days for the sending, voting and 
return of the ballot, but as absen- 
tee ballots may be received as late 
as one day after election, the limit 
is 31 days. 

Names of local, as weii as na- 
tional and State candidates, are to 
be on the ballot sent to the voter, 
which is to be the regular ballot 
obtained from local officials, but 
designated on the envelope as “Of- 
ficial War Ballot.” A list of can- 
didates in pamphlet form, prepared 
by the Secretary of State and re- 
peating the information on the bal- 
lot, is to be enclosed. Constitu- 
tional and other ye8-no proposals 
are to be included in the ballot 
and the pamphiet. 

The state law provides that the 
ballot must be marked by the 
voter in the presence of a com- 
missioned officer of his military 
or naval unit, but in such manner 
that the officer shall not know 
how the ballot is marked, and that 
it shall be returned in a sealed 
envelope to the voting place. 

An affidavit from the voter is 
required to the effect that he is 
at least 21 years old, and is a legal 
resident of the community where 
be seeks to vote, and is not sub- 
ject to any legal disqualification 
as a voter. Local registration, 
however, is not required, 

The officer in whose presence 
the ballot is marked is required 
to certify on the sealed envelope 
that the marking and sealing were 
done in his presence. He is not 


# |permitted to collect any fee for 


the service. 

No change in Missouri’s narrow 
absentee voting provisions for ci- 
villians was made by the Legisla- 
ture. Under the law applying to 
those not in the armed services, a 
person who is in another county 
than that of his residence at elec- 
tion time, but is still in the state, 
may receive and vote an absentee 
ballot, but one who is outside the 
boundaries of the state may not 
“do so.

An insufficient force of volun- 
teer price panel assistants and re- 
luctance of consumers to file com- 
plaints have combined to prevent 
the St. Louis Price and Rations 
Boards from obtaining complete 
checkups on price violations by re- 
tail grocery, meat, fruit and veg- 
etable markets, Office of Price Ad- 
ministration officials announced 
today.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP).— 
A congressional committee just 
back from a flying inspection tour 
ef United States military bases in 
Central and South America re- 
ported today that the “good neigh- 
“bor” policy had produced mutual 
benefits throughout the Western 
Hemisphere, but = stated that 
“bungling tactics by amateur 
goodwill emissaries” had in some 
—, injured American stand- 
ng. 

The Congressmen laid great 
emphasis on a suggestion for im- 
mediate planning for postwar'| 
commerical relationships with the | 
countries to the south. 

The group, a House Military Af- 
fairs Subcommittee headed by 
Representative Merritt (Dem.), 
New York, found that hemisphere 
defense plans had been “effective- 
ly and zealously carried out,” and 
that “an encouraging degree of co- 
operation has been received from 
our neighbor republics in this 
work.” 

Vital Question of Bases. 

But, said the committee. “we 
must stress the fact that the 
unsettled questions about the fu- 
ture utilization of American-built 
bases are vital and pressing ones 
whose disposition should no long- 
er be delayed.” This was accom- 
panied by a recommendation that 
the United States act now toward 
“getting its house in order for 
postwar commercial enterprise.” 

The report, stating that “the 
good neighbor policy has been 
highly profitable to our friends 
and advantageous to us,” followed 
by less than two weeks a state- 
ment by Senator Butler (Rep.), 
Nebraska, that United States aid 
to Latin American countries was 
“naively conceived and badly co- 
ordinated boondoggling.” 

Butler, who made*an indepedent 
20,000-mile tour of Central and 
South American countries, told the 
Senate the “good neighbor” policy 
Was based on “sentimental 
dreams,” and that in some Latin 
countries “they laugh at us for be- 
ing suckers.” 

Some Agencies Criticised. 

Merritt’s group criticised some 
United States Federal agencies 
“which in nearly every country ap- 
pear to get under each other’s feet 
in the scramble to advance their 
respective interests.” 

The Merritt committee, which 
left Washington Nov. 3, traveled 
14,567 miles in three weeks by air, 
going as far south as Rio de Ja- 
neiro. 

Its report was turned over to 
the full military committee today. 
The comment was prepared jointly 
by all members of the trip—Repre- 
sentatives Costello (Dem.), Califor- 
nia; Brooks (Dem.), Louisiana: 
Durham (Dem.), North Carolina; 
Sikes (Dem.), Florida; Winstead 
(Dem.), Mississippi; Short (Rep.), 
Missouri, and Leroy Johnson 
(Rep.), California.

TEHERAN DECISION 
LIKELY AS TO BEST 
USE OF AIR POWER 


Continued From Page One, 


Britain in 1940. Even knowing then 
the lamentable weakness of Brit- 
ain’s land forces, the German high 
command would venture no attack 
against the channel until an at- 
tempt had been made to render 
Britain unable to continue to wage 
war by virtue of destruction of its 
industrial cities, ports and trans- 
port system and to break down its 
national morale. It can now be 
seen that Germany then irrepara- 
bly blunted its own air weapon be- 
cause it had not provided an over- 
whelming air force which could 
afford a continued loss rate. 

The final decisive tragedy for 
the Luftwaffe was when Nazi land 
army generals insisted upon mis- 
applying the air force in a desper- 
ate attempt to extricate the army 
from untenable positions on the 
East front, beginning with the 
Stalingrad campaign. The decline 
of Germany’s military fortunes can 
be dated from that point. 


Tactics in Italy. 


While these lessons may not have 
been fully digested in Moscow, 
they certainly have not passed uf- 
heeded here. We now have not 
only medium bombers forming a 
tactical air force in the Mediter- 
ranean theater and being employed 
prodigally in a joint effort to 
speed the slow progress of the 
Anglo-American Fifth Army group 
up the Italian leg, but heavier 
bombers also, which might be rain- 
ing blows on Germany’s solar 
pluexus but are still engaged in 
bombarding Italian targets. This 
may hamper Rommel’s ground de- 
fense divisions, but does not bring 
an additional direct influence to 
bear upon the Reich’s ability to 
continue to wage war through 
creating some drain upon its army 
supplies. 

Perhaps this is inevitable, since 
the Western Allies now are com- 
mitted to the Italian land cam- 
paign, which probably cannot be 
halted at least until Rome is 
reached and its air fields recov- 
ered from the enemy and held 
firmly. 

But Marshal Stalin may well 
have been impressed by the argu- 
ment that it would not hasten 
but lengthen the war if Anglo- 
American direct assault on the 
Reich were halted to order a 
switch of its maximum force to 
northern France in an attempt to 
support an 
phibious landing against still-pow- 
erful enemy armies, That result is 
foreseen here as the inevitable 
consequence of premature trans- 
channel invasion operations. 


Problem of Deciding Time. 


It may be asked what would 
determine whether such operations 
are “premature.” Perhaps’ the 
most sensible answer to that ques- 
tion is that now it is not feasible 
to lay down a timetable. Another 
two months may show more clear- 
ly the actual effect of intensified 
bombing upon German ability to 
wage war; and the ability to in- 
tensify the air attacks is governed 


the availability in the European 
theater of every long-range bomber 
which the Anglo-American forces 
can muster, 

Tetheran plans certainly will 
have provided that everything here 
be ready for an immediate start 
across the channel when it can be 
seen that circumstances have be-/B 
come propitious. 

Preparations are certainly going 
on intensively. But I doubt wheth- 
er Roosevelt and Churchill could 
give Stalin an exact date.

NEW YORK’S BOOZE WHO includes many 
sensible people who frequently draw sober 
breaths. (I just saw a sober man on the street 
last week.) As a sort of poor man’s Lucius 
Beebe, I haven’t wanted to be the first one to 
fling a brick at Mr. Beebe, because it might 
appear that I was prejudiced. You see, Mr. 
Beebe recently mentioned me. I didn’t see the 
item myself, but I have it on the authority of 
a friend, who knows a man, who has a first 
cousin, whose wealthy dowager aunt reads Mr. 
Beebe’s jottings. In his column, he called me 
“Earl Williams.” That was pretty close for Mr. 
Beebe. “Earl Williams” happened to be the 
name of the “Bolshevik murderer” who wag sup- 
posed to go to the gallows in Ben Hecht’s and 
Charles MacArthur's famous comedy, “The Front 
Page.” Possibly in my unlined topcoat and 
run-over shoes, I resemble the jailbird Earl 
Williams to Mr. Beebe, but I want it understood 
I'm not the small-minded sort of person who 
would get angry at him just because he mis- 
spelled my name (and in all editions, too).

ANYWAY, THE LUSHES’ BEEBE has 
brought out a book about high living in New 
York, called “Snoot If You Must,” which the New 
York Times asked me to review. I chose to be 
but mildly critical. After all, the Times is a 
nice little paper, trying hard to get on its feet, 
and I didn't want to louse it up. But to my 
amazement, Mr. Beebe’s own paper (it’s the 
Glebe, I suddenly recall) came out with a review 
by Stanley Walker, gently taking him apart for 
his book. 

“He seems,” wrote Stanley Walker, “to have a 
passion for inaccuracy.” 

Well, who was I, Earl Williams, the Bolshevik 
jailbird, to take issue with that observation? 
Walker enumerated a few examples of Mr. 
Beebe’s eccentric spelling, then, merely as one 
sample of his reporting genius, said, “The eating 
feats of Harry George, astonishing though they 
were, were by no means as Mr. Beebe describes 
them. Moreover, they were reported not by 
John O'Reilly, as he says, but by John Lardner.”

AS I SIT HERE with only beer, vintage ’43, 
to brace me, and no chinchilla-lined pajamas to 
warm me, I feel that Mr. Beebe’s talent goes 
awry in that it makes nearly everybody in his 
group sound so thoroughly senseless. 

He recalls when, in his set, “mink coats at 
$40,000 became commonplace.” I recently had 
a losing encounter with a mink coat and I have 
learned from qualified authorities that his figure 
for “commonplace” minks is apparently a trifle 
inflated. Mr. Beebe mentions one of our most 
"famous night clubs and says that it’s often “mis- 
taken as an East Side branch of Madison Square 
Garden.” He says that in this club fisticuffs are 
so frequent that a standard Broadway gag entails 
saluting its proprietor with the line, “Hey—who’s 
fighting at your place tonight?” This is simply 
some of Mr. Beebe’s own imagining.

Y FEEL THAT Jack Kreindler, one of the 
owners of 21, who is a noted amateur cowboy, 
came off badly in the book. Mr. Beebe reports 
that he had a $5000 saddle made so he could ride 
in the parade at the San Francisco Fair. “No- 
body had ever seen a silver saddle with so many 
Jeather trimmings,” recalls Mr. Beebe. However, 
“One-Gulch Jack” Kreindler soon “grew livid 
with chagrin.” He “brooded among the wine 
flagons in his suite” for it “became bruited in 
the public prints” that Mrs. Elizabeth Altemus 
Whitney had acquired a saddle costing $20,000. 

“At long Idst he had it! Mrs. Whitney could 
never rank Kreindler, and calling for his mount 
he was off to the parade in Market street. It 
was a momentous triumph, for Jack rode in four 
different spots in the parade, and didn’t that, 
at $5000 per saddle appearance, just tie him with 
Mrs. Whitney, who appeared only once with her 
$20,000 trappings?”

C utive. “I am primarily interested in sales work,” he com- 

mented to me recently. “Not being the best salesman in the 
world, however, I was forced to do it the hard way. So I always 
made the most calls on rainy, windy, cold, very hot or snowy 


days. My competitors usually were not out on such days. Often 


the manufacturing executives would say: ‘Your call today makes 
me wonder where our own salesmen are. It’s certainly rummy 
weather, so they are probably sitting around the hotel lobby.’ 
By ‘rummy’ weather, they meant weather suited for sitting 
around and playing bridge or poker, rummy or shootigg pool. 
To make up for my lack of fast-breaking curves and to win on 
my slow-ball pitching, I had to make more calls each day than 
the more talented salesmen, for I was not a star,

“IT IS SURPRISING how many executives and proprietors 
get to their plants and offices from 6 to 7 a.m. every day. I had

NE-OF the best ways to make 
QO fish popular at your table is 

bone it, then k it to a turn 
and serve piping hot. A little study 
of the anatomy of the fish, plus a 
pointed sharp knife and some pa- 
tience are the chief requirements 
for the success of boning of fish. 
First, scale, remove entrails and 
head, then wash quickly in cold 
water. Pat dry with paper towel- 
ing. To. remove bones intact, start 
by inserting knife between the 
flesh and the end of the first rib 
bone at the head end of the fish. 
Cut and gently scrape flesh loose 
from ribs down to backbone, all 
the way from head to tail. 
peat on other side. Lift out bone. 
When done carefully very little 


/ flesh adheres to bones. Use bones 


to make fish stock for chowder 
soup. Leave boned fish whole if 
fish is small. If large cut into 
serving size portions. After boning, 
cook promptly because a boned 
fish has so much fresh cut surface 
on which organism can thrive and 
spoil flavor. 


Pan-Fried Perch. 


Cut boned perch or other fish 
such as pike or whitefish, into 
serving-size pieces. Dip into a 
mixture of yellow cornmeal and. 
salt, allowing one teaspoon salt to” 
each pound of fish. Have lard or 
other shortening heated until siz- 
zling hot in a heavy skillet. Place 
fish in skillet and brown quickly 
on both sides, then cover skillet, 
reduce heat, and continue cooking 
for 10 to 15 minutes, depending on 
thickness of pieces. When done, 
fish should be thoroughly cooked 
and tender inside, with medium 
moistness and a crisp appetizing 
outer crust. One and one-half

N OLD doctor friend of mine

They go from an attitude 
of complete indifference to a will- 
ingness to give any patient any- 
thing he asks for, usually on the 
patient’s own judgment.” 

A request came in for 600 points 
of processed foods (canned goods) 
for diverticulitis (a condition of 
irritation of the lower bowel.) One 
wonders why the patient ean not 
puree her own vegetables in her 
own kitchen. Laziness or ignor-

ONE CAN UNDERSTAND the 
request of a diabetic for more 
meat, but most of the requests are 
for canned fruits and fruit juices. 
Why should a diabetic need fruit 
juice? 

There were 47 requests for more 
meat for diabetes and 4 for hy- 
perinsulinism (which is just the 
opposite of diabetes). True extra 
meat is good for hyperinsulinism. 
but it is a very rare disense, 
There are probably not more than 
200 cases in the United States, 
and how could 4 appéar in a com- 
munity of 250,000 population?

For “thyroid condition’’— extra 
pineapple juice, tomato juice, 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, grape 
juice, (This is just nonsense, None 
of these things are good for any 
“thyroid condition.”) 

For “chronic arthritis”’—1 gallon 
of pineapple juice a week— (again 
nonsense). 

For colitis — per week 1 can

positively bad for colitis).

“BUT IT IS ALLERGY that’ 
caps the climax,” writes my friend. 
“If one were to take seriously the 
claims of the patients as to what 
they couldn’t eat, one would de- 
spair of.the survival of the human 
race, Here again it would seem 
that only a diet of canned fruit 
juices would keep them alive. And 
the doctors sign the certificates!” 

My own household has lived on 
rationing since it began and I 
can say that any person with any 
kind of food allergy can get what 
he or she needs on the ordinary 
ration points. 

The situation reminds me of the 
old days of prohibition when a 
doctor would sign a prescription 
for whiskey for anybody at $3 a 
head. How many invalids really, 
need whiskey? Plenty of people 
like it, but nobody needs it. 

It is all unfair and unpatriotic, 
I can not think of any disease 
condition that requires food that 
can not be procured in any part 
of the United States on ordinary 
rationing.

E may as well face the fact 
W inet the pompadour is

young faces and they don’t need 
the flattery of hair to form a 
frame for their faces, Older wom- 
en find the severely combed-back 
effect rather trying so they are 
clinging to their pompadours in 
modified form and holding to the 
upswept hair line until the hair- 
dressers provide a compromise. 
The girls who have long hair 
are the ones who can look most 
chic with a minimum of effort. 
They merely part the hair in the 
middle, brush it up smoothly at 
either side so that the ears show, 
and then twist it into a large 
chignon at the nape of the néck. 
The larger the chignon, the bet- 
ter—and if one does not have 
enough hair, there are artful ways 
of handling the problem. The girl 
whose hair isn’t sufficiently long

a chignon effect. If her hair hap- 
pens to be cut into a decided bob 
and there is no pretending a knot 
at the back, then the ends are 
worn fluffy but the top of the 
hair is severely plain so that a 
flat line is assured. 

This change in hair styles gives 
the bonnet type of hat general ac- 
ceptance and hints at the return 
of the old cloche which hugged the 
head so completely. These bonnets 
and other close-fitting hats have 
several advantages besides their 
smartness. One point in their fa- 
vor is the elimination of the neces- 
sity of elastic head bands and hat 
pins. Both the tlastic bands and 
the pins are getting scarcer and 
any model which makes them un- 
necessary is a boon to the milliner 
Another 
advantage is the extra warmth 
provided by a style which fits 


down over the head, providing a 
maximum of coverage. 

A great variety of hats created 
for the smooth brow type of hair-do 
are on display in St. Louis. Besides 
the numerous bonnet styles there 
are more calots than ever; some of 
these caps being square instead of 
round, or having ear-like flaps at 
the sides. The pillbox and the 
stovepipe turban are designed for 
the sleek coiffure, and the jewelled 
scarf which is so popular for eve- 
ning wear can be arranged most 
attractively to fit into the new 
head lines, 

When a brimmed hat is recom- 
mended it is likely to be of a type 
similiar to the Dache model which 
is: illustrated. This is called a 
“templet” and has two crescent 
shaped sections to form a brim that 
fits snugly at either side. While 
there’s no law against wearing a 
pompadour with such a hat since 
there is sufficient room for one at 
the front, the lines of the hat cer- 
tainly would protest at such an al- 
liance and the wearer would as- 
sume an incongruous appearance. 

With such a trend in millinery 
and the hairdressers definitely en- 
couraging us to take down our 
pompadours, it’s a safe guess that 
1944 will see a new area of flat 
heads in fashionable circles. Be- 
fore next summer comes there 
won’t be a cushion in which flowers 
or bows can nestle. Those who 
insist upon their adorrfment will 
confine their talents to concocting 
novel headbands which are sched- 
uled as the next coiffure accents.

West, despite the heart bid on his 


left, decided that the lead of his 
singleton offered the best hope. 
Dummy and East ducked and South 
won with the ace. On a low trump 
lead by declarer West hopped up 
with the ace and then gave careful 
consideration to his return. 

It was evident that the only hope 
of winning four tricks was to get in 
a heart ruff. What was the means 
to that end, however? West could 
reach his partner for a heart re- 
turn in only one of two ways: by 
leading a diamond in the hope that 
East had the ace, or by underlead- 
ing the ace of clubs on the chance 
that East had the king. The dia- 
mond plan was far more attractive 
in one sense, because if East actu- 
ally had the ace, defeat of the con- 
tract would be certain, whereas his 
possession of the club king, with 
the consequent heart ruff, might 
still leave the defenders short of 
their goal. 

As against this, however, West 
had the strong conviction that de- 
clarer must have the diamond ace 
but might lack the club king. West 
pictured to himself the South hand 
without the diamond ace:

South was a conservative bidder; 
would he have opened with this 
hand? Definitely not, West decided, 
Hence, all other considerations 
thrust aside, West shifted to a low 
club. East won with the king and 
dutifully returned a heart. West 
ruffed and exited with his last 
trump. Declarer discarded a dia- 
mond on the heart king, but it did 
him absolutely no good; he still had 
to concede a diamond trick, and de- 
feat, to West.
